St. Petersburg, Russia.—An Arch- 
i correspondent sends a moving 
description of the sufferings of the 
Moldavian peasants who {n mid-win- 
ter follu. ,ed the f-uatical monk In- 
nocentius over 1000 miles from the 
Podolia government to the Muromsky 
monastery, on the Onega river, where 
he was banished. 

Ragged, starving and frost-bitten, 
death threatened them all on the 
snowy wastes when the Archafigel au- 
thorities sent a ‘orce of rural guards 
to stop their march and arrest their 
leader and telegraphed to the Red 
Cross Society, urgently asking for 
medical aid, Some of the pilgrims 
had money in comparative plenty, for 
before starting northwards they had 
sold their belongings, but it was of, 
ho avail to them in the frozen wilder- 
ness. 

Their number was underestimated 
In the first account, it was well over 
1000, including a great proportion of 
women and children. They were sent 
back to their homes by train in warm- 
ed vans. The correspondent witness- 
ed the departure of one party from the 
station of Niandoma, Frost-bitten 
cheeks, ears, fingers and toes were the 
rule rather than the exception.

Impressive Ceremonies Held Outside 

the City Attended by Chinese and 
' Foreigners 

Pekin, China.—A large continuous 
stream of forcigners and Chinese have 
attended the memorial service for the 
late dowager empress. On the cen- 
ter span of the marble bridge ovttside 
the Tienan gate is a temporary pavil- 
fon of imperial yellow silk, decorated 
with flowers. The pavilion contains 
the dowager’s portrait and sacrifical 
utensils. Here the general public per- 
forms sacrifices to the empress’ mém- 
ory, while on the road vast crowds 
stand gazing. 


Passing the Tienan and Tuan gates, 
both beautifully decorated with flow- 
ers~and shells enumerating the vir- 
tues of the dead, visitors enter a sec- 
ond inclosure by passing over the cen- 
tral marble bridge. They then face 
the Wu gate, under the center of 
which hangs the dowager’s portrait, 
= work of 2 celebrated Chinese art- 
ist. 

In front of and beneath the portra’. 
is the dragon throne, typifying the de- 
parted grandeur both of the doweger 
and the dynasty. The throne stands 
at the rear of a dais, the ceilings and 
sides of which are gorgeously beflow- 
ered and beflagged. Above the dais 
are four characters signifying that the 
dowager was one among the women 
fitting to rank with the two first great 
Chinese emperors. To the right an! 
some yards distant from the dais is a 
yellow-draped platform, on which are 
monks and priests, whose solemn and 
impressive dirges alternate with the 
louder and less penetrating strains of 
a Chinese band similarly situated to 
the left of the dais.

$1,500,000 a year on there fortunes. 

But the collection of these taxes 
would be subject to great and also 
delicate difficulties For instance, 
let us take the case of the king of 
Saxony. His palace in Dresden be- 
longs to ..e¢ state, but all the art treas- 
ures it contains are the king’s proper- 
ty, and it is extremely doubtful wheth- 
er his majesty would allow his art 
treasures to be taxed as wealth, as

KING, KAISER, AND CZAR 


e Meeting of Three Monarchs at the 


Danish Court Arranged 

Berlin,—It is cqnfirmed here that 
during the coming summer three of the 
}.ightiest rulers in Zurope — King 
George V, the Kaiser and the Czar— 
will meet at the Danish court. 

The royal gathering will be of ex- 
traordinary interest and importance, 
a. it is not merely due to a wish to 
renew family tles. It will have con- 
siderable political Importance, 

It is understood that each ruler will 
be accompanied by a leading responsi- 
ble statesman, 

Although the meeting will not affect 
the existing European system of alll- 
ances and ententes, it is expected that 
the conversations that will take place 
will have an important bearing on the 
new near eastera military situation 
and on the development of commercial 
relationshi >.

First Article~Soil Conservation 


B W. J. SPILLMAN, Agriculturist in 
Charge of Farm Management, De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


OW to restore and maintain 
the productivity of the soil is 
the most important phase of 
the conservation problem. In 

Many of our older communities soll 
@ertility has been reduced below the 
point of profitable production. Nation 

effort at the present time, 
Mrough federal and state agency, is 
@rected toward the restoration of fer- 
tility in these localities. “In the older 
@euntries of Europe, where farming 
has been followed for many centuries, 
the problem of satisfactory yields of 
farm crops has been solved. The ag- 
Piculture of Germany is similar to that 
@f the United States, but the yield per 
ecre of wheat in Germany is more 
than twice that in the United States, 
the yield of rye pearly twice as large, 
fhe yield of barley nearly a third lar 
ger and the yield of oats more than 
e@ne-third larger. 

The proportionate area of cereals 
@rown in Germany is about one-fifth 
Jess than in the United States, while 
@he proportionate area of hay and for 
age crops is one-half greater. In addi- 
@on to that, the percehtage of the total 
area which is planted te root crops is 
epvormously greater in Germany than 
fm the United States, These root crops 
eonsist largely of potatoes and sugar 
Beets, and the best German authori- 
tes estimate that at least one-third of 
@e products of the area of these two 
erops is available for stock feed. They 
also estimate that one-third of the 
products of the area devoted to cereals 
t devoted to the feeding of domestic 
animals. Germany therefore devotes 
wery much more of her soil to the pro- 
@uction of feed for live stock than 
@oes the United States. 

On the same area of farm land the 
@erman farmer maintains on the aver- 
age from 380 to 78 per cent more live 
stock than does the American farmer. 
The manure from these animals is also 
better cured for in all European coun- 
fries than it is in this country. Not

only that, the United States exports 
vast quantities of cottonseed meal, lin- 
seed oilmeal and otber rich nitrogenous 
feeding stuffs, while Germany imports 
vast quantities of these materials. Ger- 
mav farmers not only conserve their 
ewn patural resources, but they draw 
ep other parts of the world to main- 
tain the fertility of their lands. Amer- 
fea has been mining her soil and ship- 
ping the products to Hurope. In addi- 
tion to the sources of fertility above 
given, Germany uses annually on her 
goil 550,000 tones of nitrate of soda, 
275,000 tons of sulpbate of ammonia, 
1,200,000 tons of superphosphate and 
1,400,000 tons of basic slag In addition 
to large amounts of potash salts. 

We are now confronted by the same 
mecessities that compelled the adoption 
ef sound systems of agriculture in the 
eh world, How shall we mect this 
problem? 

i The Solution of the Problem. 
t In the first place, we must increase 
the number of domestic animals on 
eur farms. Where land !s farmed by 
renters the leases must be made for 
Jonger terms, and where the renter has 
not the capital to provide the proper 
number of domestic animals these 
must be supplied by the landowner. 
The effect of live stock on the fertility 
of the soil needs no demonstration. It 
fs well known to every intelligent 
farmer. Up to the present time, at 
t, no system of agriculture has been 
rmanently profitable without the use 

f domestic animals as a means of 

aintaining the productiveness of the 
soll. Whether such systems are possi- 
le remains to be seen. 

In addition to increasing the number 
pf domestic animals on American farms 
ur farmers must pay more attention 
to leguminous crops and to other crops 
which provide a supply of humas for 
the soil, Legumes, such as clover, 
peas, alfalfa, etc. are especially im- 
portant because of the fact that with 
‘the ald of certain soil bacteria they are 
able to draw their supply of nitrogen 
from the alr, Having thus an unlimit- 
ed supply of this valuable plant food 
eonstituent, they become very rich ia 
Aitrogen, The stubble and roots of @ 


mm

rotted out and the nitrogen disappears. 


rich nitrogenous feeding stuffs. 

materials ere all exceedingly 
in nitrogen. They should be kept 
at home, fed to live stock and the 
manure returned to the land. 


Dependence on Our Own Resources. 

There is this difference between our 
situation and that of the older coun- 
tries of Europe: Hitherto we have been 
exporters of our feedstuffs rich in fer- 
tilizer constituents, while they have 
been importers. They have been draw- 
ing on the newly settled regions of the 
world for materials with which to. feed 
their crops. The American farmer will 
be making a long step forward when 
he quits exporting these materials and 
returns them to bis own soil. What- 
ever shortages there may be must be 
made up by the intelligent use of com- 
mercial fertilizers. There ts no danger 
of a nitrogen famine. We can grow 
leguminous crops to supply nitrogen. 
We can also, by judicious use of the 
refuse from grain and other crops and 
by the use of intelligently planned crop 
rotations with occasional catch crops 


for green manure, keep up an abun- | 


dant supply of humus. Even if we had 
no other resources for maintaining the 
fertility of the soil than leguminous 
plants and humus making crops we 
could on much of the land in this coun- 
try maintain a much higher standard 
of yields than obtains at the present 
time. 


Examples of Successful Farming. 

Im New York state there are large 
areas of land which formerly produc- 
ed satisfactory crops, but which in re- 
cent years have been reduced in fertili- 
ty to the point where their cultivation 
is no longer profitable by the methods 
in vogue in that section. A few years 
ago, a representative of the department 
ef agriculture induced a farmer in that 
section to grow four acres of potatoes 
under his direction. This farmer had 
been growing potatoes for many years, 
using seed which had been grown for 


| sixty years in that locality without se- 


lection to maintain its quality. His or- 
dinary yields of potatoes were about 
forty bushels per acre. He was induc- 
ed to secure new and improved seed 
and to cultivate in the most thorough 
manner. As a result these four acres 
produced a yield of 250 bushels of po- 
tatoes per acre. Similar results have 
since been secured by a number of oth- 
er farmers in the same locality. 

An Illinois farmer a good many years 
ago established on his farm a rotation 
of corn, corn, oats, clover. The corn 
and oats were fed to hogs, which were 
allowed to graze on the clover. Very 
little feed was purchased, but every- 
thing raised on the farm was converted 
into manure and returned to the land. 
At the beginning of this system of 
farming the yield of corn was about 
thirty-five bushels to the acre. Ten 
years later it had risen to eighty bush- 
els per acre, the average yield for four 
consecutive years being 80.4 bushels 
per acre. 

A Missouri farm which had been de- 
yoted to corn and wheat for seventy 
years and on which the yields of wheat 
were about eight bushels per acre and 
corn about twenty-five bushels was 
subjected to a system of farming sim!- 
lar to that just described for an III!- 
nois farm. In six years the yields of 
this farm were more than doubled. In 
work of this character the following 
points are emphasized: 

Deep fall preparation of the-soil. 

Planting of well selected seed. 

Mainly shallow and frequent cultiva- 
tion of the crop during the growing 
season and especially after a rain. 

The judicious use of commercial fer- 
tilizers and the increased use of home 
produced fertilizers and the growing 
of leguminous crops.

To produce strong, healthy litters 11 
is not only necessary that the sows be 
fed correctly upon feeds that furnish 
sufficient muscle, bone and energy mak- 
ing materials, but that they be handled 
wisely during the period of gestation. 

The mother sow needs food for three 
important purposes—first, for her own 
maintenance; second, for growth on 
her own body and, third, for the nour- 
ishment of the fetal pigs. Corn lacks 
muscle and bone formers and in addl- 
tion is too concentrated—not bulky 
enough for breeding swine. Tankage, 
meat meal, linseed oil meal, skimmilk, 
buttermilk, bran, oats, middlings, 
shorts, soy beans, clover and alfalfa 
are the logical supplements to corn in 
the middle west. .At the lowa station 
we have found that most excellent ra- 
tions for gilts carrying litters are: 

First.—Corn, 88 to 90 per cent; meat 
meal or tankage containing 60 per cent 
protein, 10 or 12 per cent 

Second.—Corn, 75 per cent; finely cut 
clever or alfalfa, 25 per cent. 

Third.—Corn, 80 per cent; oats, chop 
ped clover or alfalfa, 10 per cent; meat 
meal or tankage, 10 per cent. 

For old sows the proportion of meat 
meal or tankage can be cut down prac-

OCEAN SPECTERS, 


Phantom Craft That Are Said te 
Haunt the High Seas. 


A CURIOUS ENGLISH RECORD. 


The Log of the Warship Bacchante 
| Under Date of July 11, 1831, Beare 
the Entry, “Flying Dutchmen Cross- 
ed Our Bows”—The Goblin Ship. 


There are numerous legends and sto- 
_ Ties of ghostly vessels that roam the 
_ briny deep, and many hard headed 

mariners, free from the common st- 
perstition of the ordinary sailorman, 
stoutly maintain tbat they bave at 
least once in their maritime career en- 
countered what was undoubtedly @ 
phantom ship. 

Best known of those mysterious 
craft that haunt the high seas fs, of 
course, the famous Flying Dutchman, 
or phantom ship of Vanderdecken. 
How the story originated is doubtful, 
but it bas been ascertained that there 
Was a seaman of repute who many 
years ago sailed from Holland to tbe 
eust vin the Cape of Good Hupe, but 

| was never again beard of. 

Some authorities say tbat, meeting 
with contrary winds off the cape, he 
swore a terrivle oatb, in consequence 
of which the divine wrath decreed 
that be should be ocenpied till the 
erack of doom in endeavoring te 
Weather the headland. Others state 
that this punishment was meted out 
tu him in retribution for a terrible 
murder he committed before commenc- 
ing his fateful voyage. 

Whatever the cause of this ancient 
gentleman's monotonous wandering 
may be, it is probably in connection 
with him that the most autbentic and 
cold blooded record of any phantom ex- 
ists either afloat or ashore, for it is 
stited that in the log of H. M. 8S. Bac» 
chante while on a voyage round the 
world with the little princes in 188% 
there appears on July 11 the entry, 
“Flying Dutchman crossed our bows.'t 
The log book of one of the then largest 
of her majesty’s warships is certainly 
the very last place to expect to fing 
that which is generally associated with 
the hysterical of either sex. 

During January, 1647, a vessel left 
New Haven, Conn., on her maiden voy- 
age, but was never again heard of. In 
the following June, just before the 
hour of sunset and after a severe 
thunuderstorn, the missing sbip was 
seen sailing up the river. he inhabit- 
ants, taking their evening stroll, were 
overjoyed at her return, but the most 
observant of them noticed that there 
was somethivug uncanny about her, es- 
pecially in that she appeared to be 
sailing up against the wind. 

‘Then, to the consternation of all, she 


gradually faded away before their eyes 
aud eotireley disa, rea. We maybe 


assured that there were not wauting 
those who maintained that the vessel 
in spirit bad paid a Jast visit to her 
port before resting for good on the 
ocean bed, 

In the “Chronicles of the St. Law- 
rence,” by Le Maine, it is recorded that 
on a certain day ip the year a phantom 
ship is seen off Cap d'Espoir, in Gospe 
bay. Lights are seen aboard her, and 
her decks are crowded with men. By 
the foot of the bowsprit a man is con- 
spicuously standing and facing toward 
the shore, with a lady clinging to bis 
arm. Gradually the lights go out and 
the vessel sinks. It is said to be the 
ghost of the flagship of a fleet which 
was sent out to reduce the French 
forts, the vessel being lost with alk 
bands, 

‘Yo come to British waters, there are 
numerous instances ‘related in local 
history of the visitations of ghostly, 
vessels, the west of England, as might 


be expected, being most prolific in 
these records, says a writer in the Lou- 
don Globe. Iudeed, Cornwall boasts of 
a goblin ship probably unique the 
world over, as “she not only sails the 
| water, but proceeds most unconcerneé 
a good distance inland. 
| This is the specter ship of Porthcurs 
no, and in Robert Hunt's book on “Ro- 


mances of the West of England” are re- 
| lated the experiences of a local inhab- 
itunt who witnessed one of her esca- 
pades. She is described as a black 
square rigged single masted vessel, 
sometimes towing a small boat. No 
crew are ever seen; presumably they 
| are down below. The personal narra- 
| tive goes on to say: 

; “On came the craft. It passed stend- 
| fly through the breakers, glided up 
| over the sands, steadily pursued its 
course on the dry land as if it bad been 
water. On it went to Bodelan, where 
St. Leven formerly dwelt. It then 
steered its course to Chygwiden and 
there vanished like smoke.”
